GIVE UP ALL IDEA OF MONARCHY 


And Acoept Republic — Provided 


Foreigners Will Work No More 


Por Annexation. 


The following is a letter addressed 


to the Hawaiian people, in the native 
language, which we understand is be- 
ing largely circulated among them: 


TO THE HAWAIIAN PEOPLE! 


My Dear Friends: 


For40 years the Hawaiians have been 


my friends, and I nave always striven. 
to deserve their confidence. It is for 
this reason that I feel it to be my duty 
today, to say a few words on your polit- 
ical situation. 


Five years ago a cruel blow fell upon 


Hawaii. Many persons were blamed for 
what occurred, but no one ever accused 
the Hawaiian people themselves of 
having caused their disaster. I want 
to tell you, Hawaiians, that I believe 
everyone admires the noble, patient 
way in which yon have borne the dis- 
tress of the past years. You have 
shewn that yon can be trusted as a Na- 
tion, and that the true patriotism that 
makes heroes is in your hearta It is 
not my intention to say anything as to 
the origin of these troubles: I will only 
state what appears to me to be the pre- 
sent position, and then I will say a few 
words about the course which I think 
it would be prudent and possible to 
pursue. 


Two things happened in January, 


1893: 


1. The Queen was dethroned. 
2. The T7ntted States was asked to 


annex Hawaii, and BO to put an end to 
your national independence. 


The dethronement of the Queen 


brought sorrow to very many of your 
hearts; but when the Republic was re- 
cognized by all foreign. Governments, it 
became the only Government of Ha- 
waii, just as a Republic is now the only 
Government of France. 


But there was something which wag 


more important r to-you even than 
changing from a Monarchy to a Repub- 
lic, and that was the proposal to change 
your own flag tor a foreign flag. 


If the United States shall accept the 


offer which has been made to that Na- 
tion, then the Hawaiian flag will be 
taken away and the American flag will 
take its place, and you will have to ac- 
cept the situation. But if the United 
States shall refuse the offer, then you 
will have to consider what Is the wise 
thing for you to do. If I can help you 
to think, I shall be very glad to be of 
use to you. 


In the first place, the Hawaiians and 


the foreigners must be friends and 
work together. Do not think too much 
about what has happened, but let us all 
do the beat for the future. Many of you 
would like to get the Monarchy back; 
but you cannot do so, because most of 
the foreigners would oppose yon, and 
neither the United States nor any oth- 
er Government can take steps to restore 
the Monarchy, because as I said they 
have recognized the Republic. But if 
we work faithfully together, I believe 
that you can keep your Independence 
and keep your Hawaiian flag, and be a 
happy prosperous nation. 


There are many foreigners who will 
still want Annexation, but I think there 
are more who do not want Annexation, 
but most of these do not want the 
Monarchy again. Now if the Hawaiians 
are willing to accept the Republic, on 
condition that the foreigners will give 
up Annexation and that all shall have 
TOtee and be -friends, I believe that we 
could stop all the Quarrels and have 
peace again, and that Queen LUiuoka- 
lanl would came back and lire a happy, 
dignified life, as Princess Kaiulani is 
doing, amongst her own people. I tell 
you plainly, that if you do not consent 
to this plan, I am very much afraid you 
will lose your independence in a short 
time, if not now. 
I am very sorry to lose the Monarchy, 


because It was the historical Govern- 
ment of the country, although there 
were many faults under the Monarchy, 
and it sadly needed reforming. But it 
is now too late to reform, and you must 
recognise the fact that the Monarchy 
has been overturned. Therefore I come 
to you like a doctor who says: "I can 
perhaps save your life, if you will let 
me cut off your arm." So I flay: "You 
can perfasp* save your Independence, if 
you will give np the Monarchy." 


And If rou fee! that the words I hare 


spoken are not the words yon Uke to 
hear, I ask yon to believe that they 
come from one who values your friend- 
ship, and would not speak ooe word, or 
do ooe deed to wrong yon. 


May Ood save Hawaii!

The inconsistency of people who are 
always bemoaning the Insufficiency of 
hotel accommodations, and then con- 
sider a boarding house license, which 
is necessary to protect notel .keepers, 
an injustice, is amazing.

What:*:has been interpreted as a re- 
versatjbt opinion is probably only a 
changej of administrative tactics. For

nlngcSSmy wifa Itself." All thia time 
he tea been hoping against hope for 
a change of 8601101601, believing that 
the House was simply smitten now, as 
it • has been smitten before, with a 
madness epidemic among the- masses 
of the people. But he has become con- 
vinced that the check-rein is no longer 
a safe dependence. 


"The administration having commit- 


ted itself to Hawaiian annexation, and 
the rank and file of their constituen- 
cies having either actively espoused 
the idea) or at least assented to it, Re- 
presentatives from parts of the coun- 
try which seemed least likely to favor 
any acquisition of outside territory 
have •announced to the Speaker, that 
they would certainly have to vote to 
annex Hawaiian if the question should 
ever come before the House. So. the 
probability is that if the Senate fails 
to ratify the treaty, and the 'Morgan 
joint resolution is pressed in its place, 
the Speaker wili permit the House to 
reach a speedy vote. In other words, 
he will bow to the inevitable, get a 
troublesome subject permanently out 
of the track of the necessary appro- 
priation bills, and th.ua further his 
plan of early adjournment, and a long 
and hot campa'gn for control of the 
next 'House. 


"The opponents of annexation still 


cherish a hope that if the Morgan re- 
solution is substituted for the treaty, 
the House may insist upon amending 
it out of shape. They think that am- 
bitious members will try to improve 
the phraseology or introduce new ele- 
ments for the sake of having their 
names figure in history, as Wilmot's 
and Gadaden's and others have figured; 
aad that, if the Morgan resolution 
should go back to the Senate seriously 
disfigured it might be lost in the wran- 
gle between the two houses which 
woald follow. 


"Tnis is a frail fabric for hope, how- 


erer, the more immtnent danger is 
that the news of tbe Speaker's more 
moderate attitude will produce an 
effect upon the Senate in favor of ra- 
tifying the treaty. A few of the Sen- 
ators wbo have beea <tandlng out 
ajratast the treaty are not absolutely 
wedded to their present position, aad 
when it comes to their knowledge that 
Hawaii is to be annexed anyway, by 
resolution if not by treaty, th«y may 
raccum* oo th* ground that nothing 
CAD be gained by further resistance., 
and vote to ratify."

He Say* He Came From Honolulu 


To a Sailing Vessel. 


The Hongkong Pre« saJd recently: 


A curious specimen of fallen humanity 
w&a literally une*rtb«J at Morrison 
hill on Sunday night by a Hongkong 
polic constable. This frftRiDent of so- 
ciety WM found In a cave which he had 
himself dug out and In which be bad 
be*n «xt«tinK, according to his own 
story, for two montbt, during which 
hi* toot «onti«t«KJ tolrty of terrek aad 
water. It it difficult to mame fete na- 
tionality. B> »p**k§ a Uoxr>MP» whkfc 


is more French than English, but it 
is certain he is neither French nor 
English. He doesn't know, or pretends 
not to know, where he was born. His 
skin is like bark and almost as black 
as his hair, which is somewhat long 
and not very clean. His clothes threat- 
en every minute to fall from his limbs, 
and his bare feet appear as if they had 
never been encased in boots. How he 
came to Hongkong is about the only 
poott on which he seems to have de- 
finite knowledge. He says he came in 
an American three masted sailing ship 
from Honolulu. 


The captain ill-treated him and he 


refused to go back, preferring the se- 
clusion of a cave to any ship's forecas- 
tle. 
His hands, which are like lumps 


of catgut, certainly suggest much 
handling of heavy ropes, so the story 
of his importation is doubtless true. 
He must have had a terrible experi- 
ence since his arrival here and yet he 
seemed perfectly happy and contented. 
His philosophy was supreme. He had 
no money to rent a room and he turned 
to and made his own house. He ob- 
tained an old oar and with the aid of 
tbe broad, sharp blade dug out a cave 
in the face of a bank in Morrison hill. 
The entrance to the cave was about a 
foot and a half wide, and the cave it- 
self was about 10 feet by 3 feet His 
furniture, consisted simply of his 
trusty old oar. In this earthern hollow 
he lived undisturbed for two months. 
Two raw potatoes were found in the 
cave, but he says he ate only the leaves 
of the surrounding trees and drank wa- 
ter, and when he was not doing one of 
these things he slept But for the po- 
liceman he would have been there yet 
and perhaps he would have eventually 
died there. He was found by Police 
Constable Hoggarth, who took him to 
the police station, where he had the 
fortune to fall in the hands of a good 
Samaritan. He complained of violent 
pains in his stomach and Inspector 
Mann applied efficacious remedies in 
the shape of wholesome spirits. The 
pain was allayed and then the outcast 
was feasted with port wine, eggs, and 
bread and butter. He ate ravenously 
and even the egg shells disappeared 
down his tiiroatr "At the Poiice~6ourt 
on Monday he gave a most incomplete 
account of himself to the Magistrate, 
who sent him to the house of detention 
after remarking that steps would be 
taken to get him on board an American 
ship.

SOME NEW BILLS INTRODUCE) 


First House BUI Reaches Senate. 


Brief Session of Upper 


Branch. 


SENATE. 


Ninth Day, February 25. 


It is evident that the .Senate does not 


propose to dawdle over business. The 
session was less than ten minutes in 
duration. The roll call and other usual 
exercises over, a message was received 
and read from the House transmitting 
House bill No. 2, relating to the re- 
organization of the Judiciary, together 
with a certificate of its having passed 
the third reading. 


Senator Brown reported that the 


Committee on Rules had met and had 
made the necessary alterations in the 
old rules in conformity to amendments 
approved at the last session, The rules 
were «ent to the Printing Committee. 


The House bill then passed the first 


reading and the Senate adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


Ninth Day, February 25. 


Representative Add presented a pe- 


tition from Waimea for an appropria- 
tion of |8,000 for grading and building 
a road from Kawaihae to Waimea. 


Representative Achl presented the 


following resolution: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of the 


House that a sufficient amount of 
money be inserted in the appropria- 
tion Bin for the purpose of refunding 
to "certain persons who were fined for 
treason, or misprison of treason in 
1895, the amount of fines paid by 
them, it toeing the policy of the Gov- 
ernment to pardon all persons under 
this head. 


A't 'the request of the 'A^torney-Cfen- 


eral, this resolution was laid on the 
table to be taken up for consideration 
with his report bearing on the mat- 
ter. 


Representative Paris asked the fol- 


lowing question of -the Attorney-Gen- 
eral: 


"Will you please Inform this House 


if the Cabinet have asked the opinion 
of the Supreme Court as to the eligi- 
bility of Minister H. E. Cooper to act 
as President of the 
Republic of 


Hawaii as required by Article 22 of the 
Constitution, viz. 60: "Have been born 
in the Hawaiian Islands or resided 
therein 16 years." 


Mr. Gear asked the Attorney-Gen- 


eral about the enforcement of Schedule 
E of the tax law and this question: 


"Are you aware that the prosecuting 


officers or any of them in your depart- 
ment or under your control receive any 
fee or reward from or in behalf of any 
person or prosecutor or receive any 
part of any fine or fines which, under 
the law, are- paid to informers? " 


Representative Gear explained that 


he was not asking these questions just 
simply to hear himself talk but for 
the purpose of putting himself on rec- 
ord as a person determined that the 
present laws of the (Republic shall be 
enforced be-fore the consideration of 
new laws which may not "be enforced;

Tenth Day, February 26. 


Senator Waterhouse reported from the 
Finance Committee the three appropri- 
ation bills recommending that they 
take the usual course. The report was 
adopted. 
Under suspension of the Rules, Sen- 


ator McCandless asked the 'Minister of 
Finance if there was any work going 
on to be paid for out of the Loan 
Fund, and, if so, in what places, atate 
when each particular piece of work was 
commenced and when it is expected 
to be completed. 


The order of the day, House bill No. 


2, was read and passed the second read- 
Ing and referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 


On motion of Senator Waterhouse, 


the rule* were suspended and the ap- 
propriation bills were read by title 
only and passed 'the first reading. 


The rules were suspended to allow 


Senator McCandleas to introduce the 
following Joint resolution: 


The Legislature of the Republic of 


Hawaii in regular session assembled 
does hereby extend to the United 
States of America, its deep and earn- 
est sympathy in the great loss of life 
sustained by the destruction of the bat- 
tleship Maine in the harbor of Havana, 
Cuba. 


Resolved, That a copy of these reso- 


lutions be presented to the American 
Minister for transmission to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


The resolution was unanimously 


adopted after, remarks by several Sen- 
ators. The introducer of the resolu- 
tion said that it was fitting that the 
Island Legislature should offer some 
form of condolence *to the United 
States. Hawaii hoped and expected to 
some day become a part of the sister 
Republic. In her prosperity Hawaii re- 
joiced, in her misfortunes Hawaii's 
sympathy was extended. 


Senator Baldwin's remarks were 


along the same strain. It was his be- 
lief that such a resolution voiced the 
sentiment of their wbole constituency. 


Senator McCandless' motion that the 


Legislature order the flags on the Gov- 
ernment building and at the bungalow 
placed at half-mast was adopted. 


Under suspension of the rules a 


communication from the House was 
received announcing the passage of 
the Senate special appropriation bill of 
920,000 for defraying expenses of the 
present session. 


On a question of privilege, Senator 


Waterhouse said he believed the Com- 
mittee on Passed Bills ought to wait 
until the question of whether or not 
Minister Cooper could legally act as 
President be decided before submit- 
ting bills to him to be signed. No ac- 
tion was taken. 


At 10:25 the Senate adjourned. 


Council had concluded that the provi< 
slon waa hot Intended to apply to pure- 
ly mercantile concerns. The law re- 
quires that combinations of property 
made the basis of an enterprise for 
profit shall be taxed as a whole. 


On motion of Representative Pogue 


it was voted that this answer be re- 
ferred to the Cabinet to ask the opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court and report. 


Representative Pogue made report

One to Allow Company to Purchase 
/ 


Wharf Land—Construction 


Time Limit. 


(From Saturday's Dally.) 


If a bill which Senator Brown will 


introduce, in the Senate today, and of 
which he gave notice Thursday, meets 
he approval of the Legislature, the O. 
R. & L. Company will maintain its own 
wharves in the harbor on its own tract 
f land. This will effectively settle the 
ontroversary now before the Courts 
yo. the subject of wharves and land, 
and allow the Railroad Company to 
luild -wharves and railroad approaches 
to them in -what manner will most suit 
ts convenience. 


When the present eondematory pro- 


ceedings were instituted, the railroad 
was in pressing need of additional fac- 
lities, and had been for a year. The 
plan was to build additional wharves 
>a the land now occupied, which would 
>e ample to accommodate the present 
business, and prospective business for 
years to come. The increasing busi- 
ness of Ewa plantation, the expected 
landling of large quantities of sugar 
and freight for the new Oahu planta- 
tion, the prospective increased freight 
secured to the railroad by the extension 
of its lines and the possibilities in the 
now undeveloped territory along its 
Ine, were all taken into consideration 
n mapping out the proposed wharves. 


The bill assumes that the Railroad 


Company'e estimate, that its present 
tract will be sufficient for the future, is 
correct. The bill provides that this 
ract now occupied on the harbor shall 
be conveyed to the company in fee sim- 
ple. 
No value of the land Is set In the 


rill, but provision is made for deter- 
mining it. Its value is to be fixed by 
hree arbitrators, one to be appointed 
>y the Government, one by the Rail- 
road Company and one to be.chosen by 
Jie other two. This reduces the pos- 
sibility of a controversy on that 
question. 
It is also provided in the bill that 


the land shall not be made over until 
the company shall have paid the price 
settled on by the arbitrators. 


In consideration for the opportunity 


to buy the land outright, certain con- 
cessions are to be made by the com- 
pany. One is that it shall relinquish 
all right to acquire by eminent domain, 
or otherwise, any further frontage for 
wharves, or to contest the right of the 
Government to acquire, with due com- 
pensation, any other lands fronting 
upon the harbor, or rights therein, now 
owned by the corporation. 


The Railroad Company will also be 


required to agree not to charge more 
Tor wharfage than Government rates. 


Under the provisions of Provisional 


Government Act 68 the time limit set 
'or the company to construct railroad 
in the districts of Waianae, "Walalua, 
Koolauloa and Koolaupoko is Novem- 
ber 2d of the present year. The exclu- 
sive franchise expires September 11. 
1938. • Another bill to be introduced by 
Senator Brown extends the time limit 
for constructing railroad, in the dis- 
tricts named, five years. The exclusive 
franchise limit remains the same. 


Punahou will be reached without much 
trouble.

NEW YORK, February 12.— The 


Sun's Paris cable from H. R. Chamber- 
lain says: The point reached tonight 
in the trial of Zola is a strange 'para- 
dox. it is generally admitted the de- 
fendant has proved his case, yet he 
will probably be condemned. Even the 
majority of his enemies "have been con- 
vinced as much by the silence of the 
army authorities when questioned as 
by the direct testimony of other wit- 
nesses that Dreyfus was found guilty 
upon evidence secretly submitted to his 
Judges. It is admitted that this is ut- 
terly illegal, yet public opinion Is still 
so strongly perverted that this gross 
outrage upon the first principles of jus- 
tice is openly excused and defended, 
and the 'resentment against Zola for 
denouncing' the authorities -who are 
guilty is scarcely lessened.

Attitude Announced 


Dingley's Paper. 


By 


Would Probaoly Vote No On Annex- 


ation But Is Not a Factor In 


Opposition. 


The Lewiston, Me., Weekly Journal, 


ot February 10th, which is edited by 
Congressman Dingley, Speaker Reed's 
right hand man, contains the following 
in its Washington correspondence: 


The position of Speaker Reed on the 


Hawaiian annexation is said to be this: 
He will not use his position as Speaker 
to defeat the treaty now under consid- 
eration in the Senate, nor to prepare 
the way for the defeat of legislation to 
accomplish annexation should it be ne- 
cessary to resort to -that to carry out 
the policy of the Administration. His 
opposition has been passive, but hie 
opinion is fixed. 


The statement may be made with 
absolute certainty that Mr. Reed does 
not believe in annexation, and, if call- 
ed upon to Tote on the question, would, 
undoubtedly, vote against it, but he is 
not a factor of the opposition. The Ad- 
ministration favors 
annexation; a 


large majority of the Republicans favor 
annexation; Mr. Reed does not This is 
all there is in the matter in respect to 
the Speaker's position. 


The belief of the advocates of Hawai- 


ian annexation is that they will have 
votes enough in the Senate to ratify the 
treaty. If they should fall In this they 
are sure of a large majority In both 
Houses for such legislation as may be 
necessary to accomplish what is con- 
templated by the treaty. It is not 
thought that Mr. Reed would try to use 
the power of his position to prevent 
this legislation. Another question that 
has been raised is as to the status of 
Japanese now in Hawaii, and that point 
is that they would become citizens of 
the United States. 


The fact is that they would have the 


same opportunity after annexation to 
become citizens that they have now 
and that all Japanese now have to be- 
come citizens. The laws now probably 
admit of any citizen or subject of Jap- 
an coming to this country, as- do the 
subject of other countries, and becom- 
ng citizens of this country under the 
naturalization laws. The annexation 
of Hawaii will not affect this question.

NATIVES. 


To* position taken hy Mr. Theo. H. 


Davlea as expressed in his letter to 
the Hawaiian people, published today 
Is: 


First.—The Republic is firmly estab- 


lished, and any hope of the restoration 
«f the Monarchy must be abandoned. 


Second.—The 
foreigners 
should 


abandon the project of annexation. 


Third.—The natives should accept 


the Republic unreservedly. 


I\>urth.—"The Hawaiians and for- 


eigners must be friends and work to- 
gether,"' not for annexation, but the 
general »ood of all, under an inde- 
pendent government. 


We ^concede Mr. JJavies' sincerity, 


.and refuse to believe that he desires 
to ruin the prosperity at these Islands. 
Bat we, just as sincerely believe: 


First—The foreigners to a large ex- 


tent will not abandon the project of 
annexation. 


Second.—The United States will not 


as a general political measure final- 
ly abandon the policy of union and 
of annexation. 


Third.—That judging from such evi- 


dence* as we have, annexation will 
probably take place in the near future. 
When the most virulent enemy of an- 
nexation as the N. Y. Evening Post Is, 
admits through its Washington letter, 
which we print elsewhere, that it is 
highly probable, we believe it is use- 
Jess to assume that there shall be no 
annexation. Moreover, if the foreign- 
ers abandon annexation, in a mass, 
the United States will, if they desire 
annexation, quickly find a way to bring 
such foreigners into line for annexa- 
tion, even including those who oppose 
It. Mr. Davies, we believe, is banking 
on his prediction' of the course of 
events, if the American policy of ab- 
solute'annexation be abandoned. He 
believes that the United States will 
continue reciprocity relations with us. 
He may be willing to gamble with 
events—to take his chances. We, who 
believe in the supreme need of annex- 
ation, cannot afford to throw dice in 
each an issue.

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OPIUM BILL AGAIN 


Act Ai At Last 


A DISCUSSION ON ITS MERITS 


Senate Refuses to Reject the Bill. 


Passed First Reading-Other 


Measures. 


SENATE. 


Eleventh Day, February 28. 


The introduction of Senator Brown's 


Opium Bill, and a motion to summari- 
ly reject It on the flrat reading, pre: 
cipitated a long discussion on the mer- 
its of the bill. Before the motion to 
reject was finally loot by a vote of 
8 to 5, and the bill aent to the Printing 
Committee, the opinions of the Sena- 
tors were thoroughly ventilated. 


When Senator Brown had finished 


reading his bill, Senator Waterhouse 
instantly moved its rejection. He spoke 
at considerable length In support of his 
motion^ His plea was for consistency 
of action. He thanked Senator Brown 
for bringing in the bill so early tn the 
session. The Senate could thus show to 
the world at once that its verdict was 
irrevocably in opposition to licensing 
the drug, that it was consistent. Since 
its inception the Government of the Re- 
public had been opposed to opium, why 
should it change its position now and 
go back on a principle of right? 


The Senator read extracts from Che 


Marshal's report in which the licensing 
of the sale of opium was recommended 
and stated that in his opinion it was 
a'bout time that the departments were 
investigated if it 
them to properly 


was impossible for 
enforce the laws. 


'Wihy does not .the Marshal advocate { 
the licensing of che fa and other gamb- 
ling games?" asked the Senator. They 
were all evils and the Marshal should 
advocate changing the systems instead 
of licensing the worst evils. The 
speaker charged the various depart- 
ments with clashing in their attempts 
to preserve public safety and asked 
what result could be expected under 
such a condition. Evidently there was 
something behind it all of which the 
public knew nothing. 


"Let us enforce the laws we have on 


the statute books at present, and have 
all the departments working together 
for the suppression of vice, before we 
think of bringing in new laws," said 
Senator Waterhouse in closing. 


Senator Baldwin asked that no hasty 


conclusion be reached on such an im- 
portant subject He asked that at least 
the matter be allowed consideration In 
committee, provided Senator Brown 
asked such disposition. Personally He 
was opposed to licensing opium. Pre- 
vious to the last session Senator Brown 
had consistently voted against all such 
bills. To his mind this was a reason 
why it should be considered in com- 
mittee. 


In defense of his bill Senator Brown 


said that last year he had found that 
it would be lost in passage and that 
rather than waste the time of the Sen- 
ate he had .not taken it from commit- 
tee. During the past two years he had 
carefully observed the operation under 
the present proMbitory act and he had 
become thoroughly convinced that the 
sooner some such bill as he now advo- 
cated was passed, the sooner the coun- 
try would be freed from the rumors 
now being circulated concerning the 
departments and the use of opium, and 
accusations 
against 
officials 
would 


cease. 


That there Is plenty of opium In the 


country, and that the prohibitory law 
was inoperative, was sufficiently clear 
to his mind because of the present low 
price of opium in Honolulu as compar- 
ed to what it had been In years past. 
Yet the present price of opium 
was 


greatly in excess of what It Is in coun- 
tries where Its sale is carefully regu- 
lated. In Hongkong, No. 1 Hongkong 
opium Is selling at $10 a pound; in Ho- 
nolulu on Saturday last the price waa 
$17. 
In San Francisco, No. 1. Califor- 


nia opium Is selling at $5 a pound; in 
Honolulu It IB $10. Licensing the sale 
would In his opinion put an end to 


or smuggling? He believed that the 
majority of the people were opposed to 
licensing the sale. If they wished it, 
then it should be licensed, but be could 
not see the force of the Marshal's argu- 
ment that because other evils were li- 
censed, this one might be. 


The Senator said that there had been 


an Increase in the use of opium by Ha- 
wailans on the two occasions when K 
had been licensed. People who had 
grown up in the country had sees the 
evil effects upon them and this was one 
of the reasons why be opposed its use 
under the sanction of a license law to- 
day. 
In his opinion many Hawalians 


who smoked opium became addicted to 
Its use during the license periods. The 
present system, even though there was 
a sharing of fines, restricted its use to 
Chinamen and opium fiends. 


An. opium license, the Senator argu- 


ed, had a demoralizing effect upon the 
national character. It was the same 
in the United States under the slavery 
system. Many slaves were in better 
condition than they were today, but 
the effect upon the country was an 
evil one. 


The Attorney General entered a plea 


for a respectful consideration of the 
bill. It ought not to be dealt with sum- 
marily. He was personally opposed to 
licensing opium. Every time it had 
been licensed its use had increased, es- 
pecially among young Chinamen. If it 
was decided to Hceense the sale, the li- 
cense should not be too high. A duty on 
opium would tend to regulate its use. 
He considered It a subject to be con- 
sidered with the greatest care. Those 
who knew most about it approached it 
with the greatest temerity. He said he 
hoped the bill would not be rejected on 
its first reading. 


Senator Wright asked that more time 


be given before a final vote was taken 


Senator Waterhouse 
objected to 


"Ministerial interference." His objec- 
tion was apropos of the Attorney Gen- 
eral's expressed wish that the bill re- 
ceive further consideration before its 
final disposition. He cited as an exam 
pie of the evil effects of licensing 
opium, the Marquesas Islands.

Do you think it possible to raise any 
funds in the Hawaiian Islands for this 
purpose to have a special branch of 
industrial relief started in Armenia 
•with Hawaiian 
Islands money? Our 


women are very clever with their 
hands and can be taught to do beauti- 
ful work that finds ready sale in Eng- 
land and America. I have proved this 
In the needle work Industry of which 
I have had charge several years, be- 
gan in famine time and much enlarged 
atter the massacres. I employ over 400 
in this work In Central Turkey now. 
It is self-supporting after once started. 
I am sending you a number of circulars 
and the last tract issued by the Arme- 
nian Relief Association. May I ask 
yon to have them distributed in Hono- 
lulu and other places and will those 
whose hearts are touched not do some- 
thing for the orphans? Oh, that I 
eould make people see what we have 
wen, and they would be only too glad 
to help these tens of thousands who are 
suffering for the sake df Christ 
I 


wish some organized effort could be 
made in Hawaii. I expect to return 
to Turkey before long to take up again 
the work I was obliged to leave for a 
time la that dark and cruel land. 
Heart and flesh faileth, but God is our 
strength. We have seen marvelous 
evidences of what human hearts and 
human frames can endure when God 
is their strength. It Is a pleasure to 
renew my girlhood acquaintance with 
Fanny Gullck Jewett, of Oberlin. Her 
uncle Theodore and his trife are at 
present making her a short visit, as 
they are home from Japan this year. 
I will be here for several weeks yet 
»nd would be glad to have an answer 
from you before my return to Alntab.

700.

In cash to bring down the pioneer party 
of professionals from the Coast On 
the other hand, the public has been lib- 
eral in patronizing Cyclomere. There 
Jkave been gathered for the evening 
races the largest crowds ever seem in 
Honolulu for a "pay" entertainment 
The owner does not say that he has 
fcst money, but only remarks that the 
grief incident to listening to tales of 
troubles on racing has become too 
mtnA of an Interference with other 
business matters. Mr. Desky says he 
was advised against building the track, 
both here and on the Coast, but wanted 
to carry out the plan, and did not im- 
agine that Cyclomere could possibly 
become such a wearing care upon him.

Cyctomere sensation or controversy, Is 
about the finals of the two-thirds of a 
mile amateur race on Saturday evening 
fast Tom King won, but was disquali- 
fied by the referee because the official 
held that King had not done his share 
of "pacing* or leading before the finish. 
Fred Damon, who finished second, was 
given the first prize. King protested 
and announced that all his racing men 
and wheels would remain off the track 
till he had satisfaction. Yesterday 
King made a written protest against 
the decision of the referee. This was 
met by Mr. Desky with the proposal to 
have the verdict of the referee review- 
ed by five men agreeable to King and 
Damon. King accedes to this, but Da- 
mon so far urges that the decision of 
tbe referee, under the rules of the 
track, is final. Four of tbe men sug- 
gested for the board of arbitration are 
Geo. R. Carter, MaJ J W Jones, MaJ. 
C. J McCarthy and Jas. L. Torbert 
The whole matter will be further con- 
sidered today.
